TEXT: “PASS THE TIME OF YOUR 
SOJOURNING HERE IN FEAR” 
These are the words of the Apostle 

Peter to the elect and sojourners scat- 

tered in Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, 

Asia, and Bithynia (verse 1) and are 

applicable to us (all Christians) to- 

day. It is said that all saints of God 
or Christians are pilgrims and so- 
journers in this old sin cursed, Egypt, 
trash pile, world today. But let us 
note the thought, that in the midst 
of all our pilgrimage and sojournings 

laere in this old world we are on a 

JOURNEY to our HOME that will be 

PERMANENT. We_ sometimes get 

homesick and tired of sojourning here, 

but we can’t give up and go back to 
the trash pile (world). We must con- 

tinue to look as Abraham did, “for a 

city which hath foundations whose 

builder and maker is God.” 


THE SOJOURNMENT OF 
ABRAHAM 
Heb. 11:9, 10, 18-16 

The writer of Hebrews says that 
Abraham “sojourned in the land of 
promise, as in a strange country, *** 
For he looked for a city.” It was by 
FAITH he continued his JOURNEY 
from the very first step he took to- 
ward the land of Canaan to the last. 
It is said that he died in the FAITH, 
and others also, and received not their 
promise, but they saw it afar off. 
(They looked forward by faith and 
saw the promise.) The R. V. says, 
“Greeted them from afar.” The Syriac 
V. says, “Rejoiced in it.’ They lived 
here as in a foreign land, knowing 
their true home was not here but in 
heaven. They “confessed that they 
were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth.” Abraham was a stranger on 
this old EARTH and to the things that 
belonged to it. 

I wonder if it can be said about us 
today, that we are strangers to this 
world (sinful world) and all that be- 
long to it. Some of our dear people 
live so close to Egypt (the world) 
that it’s hard for US to detect them 
from the world, much less the WORLD 
branding them as Christians. It is said 
that if the HEROES OF FAITH “had 
been MINDFUL of that country from 
whence they came OUT, they might 
have had OPPORTUNITY TO HAVE 
RETURNED.” Heb. 11:15. 

Note the word MINDFUL. It is the 
devil’s hope and work to draw our 
MINDS and our attention back to the 
country (world) from whence we 
came out. The desire of Abraham was 
a better country, which desire should 
be ours. Our minds are (if we let the 
devil use them) used as channels thru 
which Satan gets into our HEARTs. 
Peter said in our lesson, “Wherefore

MIND.” Illustration: If my trousers 
would not stay up every time I went 
to town or some other place, I would 
be foolish to try to go anywhere. The 
best thing for me to do would be to 
get a belt or rope and SECURE them 
quickly. Even so with our MINDS. If 
you can’t go to church or town with- 
out every old devilish, sinful thing 
drawing your attention, you need to 
put a GIRDLE on your MIND quick- 
ly. I am persuaded to believe that a 
deeper experience of the BLOOD will 
be a GOOD GIRDLE for our MINDS.

“THE SOJOURNMENT OF THE SEED 


OF ABRAHAM AND THEIR 
JOURNEY 

Ex. 12:40; Gen. 15:13; Acts 7:6. 

Abraham was a blessed man doubt- 
less to our minds, Isaac was a good 
man but not as good as his father. 
Jacob also was a good man, but still 
less than Isaac his father. Jacob was 
the father of twelve sons who became 
the heads of twelve tribes known to 
us as the twelve tribes of Israel. The 
sojournment of these, Abraham’s seed, 
® period of time of four hundred and 
thirty years, extended from the call 
of Abraham to the Exodus from Egypt. 
A greater portion of this time for Is- 
rael was spent as slaves in the brick- 
yards of Egypt. But we are told that 
God saw the affliction of Israel, His 
people, in Egypt and heard their cry 
and sent them a DELIVERER. (Ex. 
3:7-10). 

The man God chose to lead His peo- 
ple out of Egyptian bondage was 
Moses, a flock keeper of his father-in- 
law. The Lord sent Moses and Aaron 
down into Egypt to lead the children 
of Israel out from bondage. They 
went and gathered together all the 
elders of Israel: And Aaron spake all 
the words which the Lord had spoken 
to Moses, and did the signs in the 
sight of the people. And the people 
believed: and when they heard that 
the Lord had visited the children of 
Israel, and that he had looked upon 
their affliction, then they bowed their 
heads and worshipped. (Ex. 4:29-31). 
After Moses and Aaron spoke to the 
elders, they went in unto Pharoah 
and told him the words of the Lord, 
“Let my people go.” But he refused to 
let God’s people go. So it was several 
different plagues and at last the pass: 
over lamb and the blood on the post 
that brought complete DELIVER- 
ANCE to God’s people. 


THE TYPES AND THE THREE 
DAYS’ JOURNEY 
Ex. 4:30, 31; Ex. 3:18 

The subject of the three days’ jour- 
ney is commonly known among the 
ministers as a TYPE of our Christian 
JOURNEY from EGYPTIAN bondage 
to Canaan land. Egypt is a TYPE of 
this world (sinful world) in which 
thousands are slaves to sin, IN EGYP- 
TIAN BONDAGE. The first step Isra- 
el took toward their DELIVERANCE 
was that they BELIEVED the words 
of the Lord that came to them by the 
hand of Aaron and Moses. (Ex. 4:31). 
Even so it is with us today. Tho’ we 
are in EGYPT’S BONDAGE (sinful 
world) WE MUST BELIEVE THE 
GOSPEL IF WE EVER EXPECT TO 
BE SAVED FROM SIN. Jesus said, 
He that believeth and is baptized 
SHALL be saved; but he that believ- 
eth NOT SHALL be damned. Paul 
says, And shalt BELIEVE in thine 
HEART that God raised him from the 
dead, THOU SHALT BE SAVED. For 
with the HEART man BELIEVETH 
unto RIGHTEOUSNESS. (Rom. 10:9, 
10). Note that it said WITH THE 
HEART not WITH THE HEAD as 
some would have you believe. 

The next step that completed the de- 
liverance of Israel FROM EGYPTIAN 
BONDAGE was the SPRINKLING OF 
THE BLOOD of the SLAIN LAMB ON 
THE DOOR POST. Those who had 
the BLOOD of the LAMB on the post 
were not destroyed but they were DE- 
LIVERED from the hand of Pharaoh. 
It is with us to complete the DELIV- 
ERANCE FROM SIN and the WORLD 
to which EGYPT is a TYPE. The kill- 
ing of the LAMB and its BLOOD 
doubtless is a TYPE of the LAMB 
OF GOD, thru which THOUSANDS 
AND THOUSANDS have been DE- 
LIVERED today FROM SIN and the 
hand of PHARAOH (the devil) Ex. 
12:18-23; John 1:7; 1 Pet. 1:18, 19. 

Jesus is our PASSOVER today and 
His SHED BLOOD can be applied to 
and ON OUR HEARTS. I will further 
say that at the close of this age or at 
the COMING of the LORD if WE are 
under the BLOOD and it’s applied to 
our hearts to the EXTENT of the 
HOLY GHOST we will be delivered 
from this world and the hand of the 
Antichrist. But if we fail to be under 
the blood of the LAMB to the extent 
of this experience, I am afraid our 
case will be as the foolish class. 

The next step of the children of 
Israel was to JOURNEY to the PROM- 
ISED land (Canaan). It is true they 
had battles to fight and seas and 
rivers to cross but GOD WAS WITH 
THEM in all their undertakings. He 
separated the waters of the Red Sea 
and they went across on dry land. 
David said, The sea saw it and fled, 
i. e., parted back and they went across. 
It is said they grumbled, complained, 
and murmured because of being thirs- 
ty, hungry, tired, and weary. But God 
was good to them and supplied them 
with water and quails and manna for 
food. So it is with some of God’s peo- 
ple today. They grumble and murmur 
and ‘are never satisfied with what 
they have. We need not think our 
JOURNEY will be always EASY. 

After the death of Moses and Joshua 
was chosen as their leader, they soon 
crossed the Jordan on dry land and 
entered into the promised land (Ca- 
naan) which is doubtless as a TYPE 
of the HOLY GHOST. (Acts 7:51). No 
one entered Canaan over twenty years 
old except two, Joshua and Caleb. 
This is what Stephen is referring to 
when he says, Ye do always resist the 
HOLY GHOST, as your fathers did s0 





do ye. From this we can readily see 
that Canaan is a TYPE of the HOLY 
GHOST which many are resisting to- 
day, and it will only be to their own 
destruction. 

It was when Israel reached Canaan 
that their battles were hot and they 
had plenty of them to fight. So it is 
with us today. When we take “the 
three days’ journey,” namely: Justi- 
fication, sanctification, and the great 
baptism of the Holy Ghost, then is 
when our battles will begin. I fanc 
I hear some one say, I thought when 
we receive the Holy Ghost it is so 
sweet and blessed that all trouble, 
trials, and persecutions will be no 
more for us. But say, It is SWEET 
and will stay sweet if we will fight 
those old “ITES” (hatred, malice, 
jealousy, etc.) and keep them from 
hurting or destroying our sweet ex- 
perience. There were lots of land and 
villages that Israel needed to visit in 
Canaan after getting over in Canaan 
(the promised land.) 

How true this TYPE is with us to- 
day. After we have received the 
PROMISE (Canaan land experience) 
Luke 24:49, there are several villages 
we need to visit, namely: the GRACES 
(2 Pet. 1:5-7). O Lord, help us to 
move over near these villages. Peter 
says, “And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, ADD to your FAITH VIRTUE; 
and to virtue KNOWLEDGE; And to 
knowledge TEMPERANCE; and to 
temperance PATIENCE; and to pa- 
tience GODLINESS; And to godliness 
BROTHERLY KINDNESS; and to 
brotherly kindness CHARITY.” The 
highway of deeper CONSECRATION 
will lead to either of these said 
GRACES. 

THERE ARE DETOURS TO BE 
MADE ALONG WITH THE CHRIS- 
TIAN JOURNEY 
I have known it to be the case that 
several had to detour several times in 
making a long JOURNEY with which 
many, F am sure, are acquainted. We 
are always glad to take good advice 
concerning the best road to. travel 
while on a long JOURNEY. I have had 
advisors to tell me while on a JOUR- 
NEY (to the Assembly and _ other 
places also) that it was best for me 
not to go certain roads because the 
BRIDGES were OUT, bog holes in 
many places, stumps that might cause 
an axle to be sprung, also VERY 
ROUGH in places and HIGH WATER. 
I was very attentive to their advice. 

This is true with our spiritual 
JOURNEY as we SOJOURN here in 
this world. It may be time for some of 
us to DETOUR down the road of 
SACRIFICE or OBEDIENCE. Also the 
road of LOVE (in deed and in truth) 
is a nice BEAUTIFUL ROAD to 
TRAVEL while on this CHRISTIAN 
JOURNEY TO THE CITY that John 
tells us about in Rev. 21. I have seen 
some people try to SHOUT when a 
bridge was out in their lives and they 
knew all about it and everybody else 
did. This kind is generally known by 
fruits. There are others who are on 
this JOURNEY trying to go over 
STUMPS, ROCKS, and through the 
BOG HOLES (long tongues, little no 
harm words, lies, cheat our brother, 
trying to kill our brother’s influence, 
partaking of the trash pile, world, no 
patience, etc.) that are sapping the 
JOY in their hearts and soon it will 
be their hurt, STUCK in the MUD 
HOLE of SIN. Others will doubtless 
soon hang up on a stump and spring 
an AXLE and then their JOURNEY 
will cease, unless it is fixed, and they 
DETOUR down the ROAD OF BE 
CAREFUL FOR NOTHING. PRAY 
ALWAYS, BE HOLY IN ALL MAN- 
NER OF CONVERSATION. The high- 
way of deeper consecration will take 
us to the place called LONGSUFFER- 
ING, BROTHERLY KINDNESS, 
GENTLENESS, and TEMPERANCE 
in all things.
